WINSTON-SALEM, N. C., Nov. 
3.—.%—A crudely planned plot to 
extort $10,000 from R. J. “Dick” 
“Reynolds Jr., Winston-Salem sports- 
man and heir to tobacco millions, un- 
der threat of kidnaping his pretty 
25-year-old wife, ended today in the 
arrest of John Lanier, 35, an unem- 
ployed textile worker. 

Lanier was arrested as he picked 
up a dummy package left by officers 
at a spot where two notes, sent to 
Reynolds, directed the $10,000 be 
placed. Mrs. Lanier was taken into 


custody at her home and brought to 
lice headquarters for questioning, 
ut no charges were lodged against 


er. 

- Officers said Lanier denied for sev- 
eral hours after his arrest that he 
wrote the notes to Reynolds and 
maintained that he found the package 
by accident, but later admitted he 
wrote the notes. 

Two Letters. 

The first of the notes was received 
by Reynolds on October 28 and a 
seeond was received two days later. 
Officers declined to reveal the text’ of 


. the notes, but said they directed that 


the money be left at the corner of 
Dunleath avenue and Third streets 
here. 

Reynolds turned the notes over to 
his attorney. Stratton Coyner, who 
communicated them to Sheriff Trans- 
ou Scott. The bureau of investigation 
of the department of justice was then 
notified of their receipt and federal 
officers came here from Charlotte to 
investigate. | 

In collaboration with deputies from 
the sheriff's office, the federal agents 
put the dummy package at the spot 
designated in the note at 1 o'clock 
this morning. About 6 a. m. Lanier 
came to the corner and after walking 
about the section for several minutes 
‘vhile the officers watched him from

U.S. BOLD POLICY 
LOWERS DOLLAR 
AS MARKETS RISE 


Washington Awaits Re- 
action of Foreign Capi- 
tals to Gold Purchases 
Abroad. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 3.—()— 
With the dollar steadily slipping as 
the market felt the full force of the 
Roosevelt gold buying program, Wash- 
ington today kept a close watch for 
any signs of European efforts to 
block the president’s program. 

In relation to the pound, the dollar 


fell off to $4.855. almost 10 cents 
weaker than it was four days ago. 
For the day, it was off more than 3 
cents. The American monetary unit 
dropped lower, too, as against the 
franc. 

Security and commodity, prices con- 
tinued their advance of yesterday with 
grains again leading the way. Wheat 
rose neatly 2 cents a bushel. Cotton 
values increased for the third con- 
secutive day with final prices rang- 
ing from 3 to 8 points above Thurs- 
day's close. Stocks averages were bid 
up 2.6 dollars in fairly active trading 
while bonds also scored a narrow 


| gain. 
No Unfriendly Ideas. 
Before beginning to buy gold 


communicated with London and Paris 
*to assure authorities there that no 
unfriendly intentions were involved. 
The foreign capitals were told that 
the president’s efforts to increase gold 
prices were dictated by the internal 
situation here and were part of his 
general .effort to raise the prices of 
commodities. 
The results of the conversations 
were not made clear. Although offi- 
cials were inclined to minimize the 
possibility of a monetary war in which 
Britain and America would see which 
could depreciate its currency further, 
there was at least a hint that the 
negotiation made little progress. _ 
Great Britain is equipped with its 
tremendous equalization fund which is 
ready at all times to protect the 
pound against foreign onslaughts. It 
could throw millions onto the ex- 
change market at any time London 
authorities might feel that the Roose- 
velt campaign was working to Brit- 
ain’s disadvantage. 
London Price Drops. 

Despite a slight drop in the London 
gold quotation, the price of bullion 
there, when translated into dollars, 
stood at the highest point since the 
administration started dealing in gold. 

The London price was $32.26, and 
against this a figure of $32.57 was 
set for Reconstruction Corporation 
purchases’ of newly mined. domestic 
gold. This was 21 cents higher than 
yesterday, and another new high. ‘The 
figure has been advanced with each 
daily announcement. . 
By buying gold abroad and increas- 
ing the price ‘of the metal there as 
well as here, Mr. Roosevelt hopes to 
induce an increase in domestic prices. 
This expectation is based upon the 
economic theory that gold and com- 
modity prices are closely related and 
follow the same trends. 
In addition, the chief-executive has 
been described as attempting to Keep 
the dollar depreciated in terms of 
francs and pounds. Buying gold 
abroad means selling dollars for 
pounds and frances and this, it is ex- 
plained, has the effect of depreciat- 
ing the dollar. 
The resulting situation gives Amer- 
ica an advantage in foreign trade and 
consequently places Great Britain and 
France in a disadvantageous position. 
Should this become severe, most au- 
thorities believe London and Paris 
would seek to defeat the chief execu- 
tive’s purposes.

FARLEY ASSAILS 
PETTY CRITICISM 


Postmaster General Lash- 
es ‘So-Called Leaders’ at 
Repeal Rally in North 
Carolina Capital. 


RALEIGH, N. C., Nov. 3.—@— 
In the Carolinas to deliver last-round 
punches for prohibition repeal, Post- 
master-General James A, Farley left 
that issue long enough’ here today to 
lash, on behalf of the administration, 
“petty ctiticism from those so-called 
leaders who have offered no program 
worthy of the name.” 

Addressing a repeal rally before de- 
parting to Columbia for a similar mis- 
sion tonight, the democratic national 
chairman said “‘we have not expected 
that everyone would agree, without 
exception, to all aspects of the great 
program we were seeking to carry for- 
ward. | 

“We have not believed that perfec- 
tion could be obtained: overnight, be- 
cause we were aware of the vast com- 
plexities of the problem with which 
we had to deal. 

“We did have the right, and I as- 
sert here with all the seriousness and 
sincerity I can command, that we 
have the right today to expect some- 
thing more than petty criticism from 
those so-called leaders who have of- 
fered no program worthy of the name, 
those who appeared indifferent to the 
tragedy of men, women and children 
visible on every side of them. They 
may think it is good Americanism for 
them to talk a lot of stuff and non- 
sense about ours being a program of 
state socialism. 

“They forget, or seem to forget, 
that their policies of indecision and 
indirection and of timidness were do- 
ing more than anything else to en- 
courage radicalism and soap-box ora- 
tory in this country. And, they fail 
to realize also that complete co-opera- 
tion with the president’s great recoy- 
ery program is lacking today in two 
quarters only—on the one hand, the 
extreme reactionaries and intensely 
selfish interests who fail te recognize 
their responsibilities to the Ameri- 
can public and the American worker, 
men who. seem to think only in terms 
of profits and property rights and 
never in terms of human rights or a

Admitting participating in four 
holdups of street car operators, a ne- 
gro who gave officers the name of 
John Gouch, 24, of 839 Simpson 
street, Friday night said he was the 
bandit who shot and seriously wound- 
ed J. C. Land at Ashby and Proctor 
streets early Wednesday night dur- 
ing a robbery.

OF NRA PROGRAM! 


Atlanta Stores Confident 
Of Good Winter Business 
As Result of NRA Program 


Survey of Retail Field Finds Merchants Whole- 
Heartedly Behind Blue Eagle and Trade 
Picking Up in Many Lines. 


Approaching winter this year, for 
the first time since the depression 


took hold, has no terrors for Atlanta’s 
business. leaders, as the result of 
stimulation of business by the NRA 
and other factors of the president’s 
recovery program, and, assured of the 
warm protection of the Blue Eagle’s 
feathers, Atlanta’s commerce and in- 
dustry is whole-heartedly behind the 
NRA, a survey revealed Friday. 

Very few knockers’ of President 
Roosevelt’s Blue Eagle were found 
among the many persons called on, 
and even those few, while -hesitating 
to attribute the fact to any one fac- 
tor, said that their business is defi- 
nitely better than it was in 1932. 

As in all great movements where 
the mass of the people must be swung 
into line for success, it will take real 
co-operation to put the recovery pro- 
gram over, and those who are 
“squawking” because their toes are 
stepped on by the Blue Eagle must 
be made to realize that, as in the 
case of war, some _ sacrifices are 
necessary for the common weal, mer- 
chants and business leaders said with 
one voice. 

Taking “Medicine” With Grin. 

Several of those interviewed frank- 
ly declared that ‘‘we may not like cer- 
tain features of the NRA, but in the 
case of serious illness the curing med- 
icine always tastes bad and we grin 
and take it anyway.” In fact, one 
automobile man said, “the NRA code 
is a pain in the neck to us because 
of the increased expense, but do we 
care? We do not. We are making 
money again.” 

“Patience is needed. Miracles can- 
not. be expected,” was the almost 
unanimous advice of those interview- 
ed. “The first spurt has worn off, but 
business is not back to the low of 
1932, and, in truth, there is a slow 
but steady improvement indicating 
that we are building on a solid foun- 
dation.”

| Reports obtained in the interviews 


were based on the actual experience 
of merchants under the recovery pro- 
gram, and not, as was the case in

Few Decline to Talk.. 

Few of those contacted declined to 
talk, and even.they, while “not speak- 
ing for publication” because of home- 
office policies on interviewm put in 
their private views that “we are doing 
more business than we did in 1932 and 
are supporting the NRA.” , 

Merchant after merchant, speaking 
from his own observation and experi- 
ence, said that “people are buying 
more: and better goods,” and_ that 
“customers are now buying what they 
want and not what they actually re- 
quire as necessities.” In further proof 
of the better demand, one merchant 
reported a substantial increase in the 
sale of formal dress wear. > 

Sound basis of the improvement was 
noted in the fact that while business 
is. better, the increased sales are be- 
ing made in spite of the unseasonal 
warm weather. Several merchants 
commented .on the delay of cold 
weather, stating “when we get a real 
cold snap you are going to see some 
real turn-over in the retail trade of 
this city.” Said one, “If we are go- 
ing this good under the present In- 
dian summer conditions, it gives me 
a big thrill to think what we could 
do with a few crisp, snappy cold 
days,” 

Customers Happier. 

The people who come into Atlanta’s 
shops and offices are happier than 
those who went through the motions 
of transacting business during the 
days of “around-the-corner prosperi- 
ty,” the merchants reported. “We 
are able to interest customers in some-

WASHINGTON AMAZED 
TO HEAR OF FORD PLANS 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 3.—(/)— 
Recovery officials tonight were amazed 
to hear that Henry Ford intended lay- 
ing off all his men seven days to 
come within the 35-hour average work 
week permitted by the automobile code 
and indicated that this action was re- 
garded as a definite violation of the 
spirit of the industrial law if not of 
the letter of the code. 

Pending more complete information 
as to the Ford plans Administrator 
Hugh S. Johnson and his aides de- 
clined to comment. . 

It was pointed out, however, that 
permission to work the men as high 
as 48 hours a week was placed in the 
code to take care of extraordinary 
peaks of business and that the 35- 
hour average was intended to be the 
regular performance in all automo- 
bile plants, so that the available work 
would be shared with the greatest 
possible number of new employes. 
Application of a higher work week 
as a rule with long layoff to bring the 
total within the 35-hour average is 
not regarded by officials as “good

SVEN SARRAUT 


French Premier Victor, 
320 to 32, in Test on 
Financial Policies. 


PARIS,: Nov. 3.—(#)—The young 
government of Premier Albert Sarraut 
won its first victory tonight in the 
chamber of deputies, gaining a vote 
of confidence in its program of “sound 
finances,” by a 10-to-1 majority, 320 
to 32. 

The issues leading to a vote of 
confidence today were virtually the 
same as those ‘which caused the re- 
cent downfall of the cabinet of Pre- 
mier Edouard Daladier. 

Averse to precipitating another 


ministerial crisis, fearing the effects 
on the French franc and the gold 
supply in: the Bank of France, the 
deputies voted to give the new pre- 
mier a chance td prodtice economic 
restoration. 

Despite the apparent size of the 
government majority, the cabinet got 
only 12 votes over a clear majority 
in the chamber, there being more than 
200 who abstained from voting. The 
latter included the socialists and the 
group surrounding former Premier 
Andre Tardieu, who are waiting for 
specific bills from the government, 

Many of the deputies predicted to- 
night that despite today’s vote the 
government is facing a hard fight. 

The premier declared he would 
stake the life of his ministry on finan- 
cial pruposals which he intends to pre- 
sent fully in a few, days. 

Although the first reception to the 
ministerial program was apparently 
cool,- the premier made a last-minute 
energetic appeal for a chance to pre- 
sent specific proposals. He surprised 
a friends with the force®f his ora- 

ory. 

In a ministerial. declaration, M. 
Sarraut warned parliament that 
French destiny is in the scales and 
expressed a “passionate will” for fis- 
eal equilibrium to “avoid the anxious 
hours of the past.” 

Backed by years of exnerience as 
the colonial administrater, Sar- 
raut today expressed the dream of an 
open and vast market in France's co- 
lonial empire.

NRA CONTROL PLAN 
FOR SOME MONTHS 


“Industrial Self-Govern- 
ment” To Wait Until 
Business Has Proven 
Ability,F.D.R. Intimates 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 3.—(UP)— 
The White House gave assurance to- 
day that the NRA will continue its 
control over industry for the time 
being at least, and that the “indns- 
trial self-government” recently de- 
manded by a chorus of big business- 
men must await the day when’ in- 
dustry can prove its ability to regu- 
late itself satisfactorily. 

It was indicated also that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt believed the farm re- 
lief program was doing very well, con- 
sidering the difficulties involved. 

Many plans for remodeling the NRA 
into a permanent institution when 
the proper time comes probably will 
be presented, the president feels, and 
the proposal of Gerard Swope to pro- 
vide a super-chamber of commerce to 
rule industry with government aid is 
regarded at the White House merely 
in the light of a proposal to be con- 
sidered with the others. President 
Roosevelt thinks it is an interesting 
theoretical suggestion, but he isn’t 
excited about it one way or the other, | 
it was made clear. 

Industry has only begun to develop 
means of self-government, the presi- 
dent believes, and still has a long way 
to go in some lines before it can be 
entrusted with its own affairs. 

When a permanent organization is 
worked out to replace the NRA, which 
was created only as an emergency in- 
stitution, a basis will be sought which 
will prevent dangerously wide. eco- 
nomie swings, it was explained—thus 
further emphasizing the already ac- 
cepted Belief that Mr. Roosevelt is 
thinking in long range terms in mod-

Violence Continues in 
Corn Belt States Despite 


> 


Encouraging Reports in 
Capital. 


By the Associated Press. 
Encouraged by reports from Wash- 
ington but determined to continue un- 
til relief is assured, striking. farm- 
ers blocked some of the highways in 

five corn belt states yesterday. 
Bombings, sluggings, battles, prop- 
erty damage, liberated live stock and 
spilled produce marked the attempts 
of farmers to market their goods 
against the decisions of neighbors to 
shut down markets and compel a 


price rise. _ 

Attempting to meet the farmers’ 
demands, Secretary of Agriculture 
Wallace and other administration of- 
ficials conferred in Washington with 
the governors of Minnesota, North and 
South Dakota, Iowa and Wisconsin. 

Secretary Wallace planned to take 
before President Roosevelt within 24 
hours the draft of a broad program 
for boosting farm prices. 

Congressman F. H. Shoemaker, 
farmer-laborite, of Minnesota, admon- 
ished the president in a telegram that 
farmers were forming military units, 
drilling daily, and sup them- 
selves with tear gas*bombs, -but. Min- 
nesota authorities denied the situa- 
tion was so serious. 

Creameries at Krakow and Zach- 
ow, Wis., were bombed; farm pickets 
and members of a newly-organized law 
and order league battled with fists 
and clubs at Plattsmouth, Neb.; two 
farmers were beaten and fired upon 
near Odebolt, Iowa, and dairy farm- 
ers called a milk strike at Birming- 
ham, Ala. 

Sentiment in all the affected states 
appeared, holiday association officials 
said, strongly in favor of continuing 
the strike. Five hundred Wisconsin 
members of the National Farm Holi- 
day Associationy and the state milk 
pool voted unanimously to do so if 
a meeting at’ Madison. 

Meanwhile, tension relaxed in some 
of the industrial strikes that have tied 
up factories and plants for weeks in 
some instances. 

Conferences opened between repre- 
sentatives of striking miners in west- 
ern Pennsylvania and national recov- 
ery officials at Washington... A bak- 
ery strike at Pittsburgh was settled 
before the national labor board; and 
Ford plant strikers at Edgewater, N. 
J., conferred over accepting settlement 
terms of the company.

Wallace Indicates Fur- 
ther Study of “Worka- 
bility” of Program Will 
Be Made by Department.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 3—(?)—. 
Five midwest governors tonight laid 
down a new program calling for price- 
fixing and regimentation of agricul- 
tural production and sales before farm 
officials, decided tt had been rejected, 
and announced they would appeal to 
President Roosevelt tomorrow to over- 
rule his aids and put the program 
into effect in 30 days. ; 

Their program, representing a modi- 
fication of the plan they drafted earl- 
ier in the week at Des Moines, pro- 
vides for fixing prices of beef cattle, 
hogs, corn, wheat, milk and butterfat. 
at parity and the fixing of quotas for 
each farmer, limiting definitely the 
amount he may produce and sell. — 

Secretary Wallace, present when 
the governors gave details of the pro- 
‘gram to newspapermen, said that 
while. farm officials, including him- 
self, had objected to provisions of the 
plan as unenforceable, unfeasible and 
too costly, it had not been definitely 
rejected. . 

Wallace Afraid ef It. 
_ He said the department would give 
it-immediate and intensive study and 
that if it is “workable” the depart- 
ment would be willing te employ it. 

He indicated he was skeptical of its 
workability, but made it clear that he 
and the department of agriculture 
were as anxious as the governors to 
alleviate as promptly as possible dis- 
tress among farmers due to present 
low prices, 

One of Wallace’s aids said the plan 
“smacked of fascism,” and that it 
would make of Wallace a dictator ca- 
pable of imposing upon. the nation’s 
farmers complete control of their busi- 
ness, which he.doubted would be ac- 
ceptable to the majority of producers. 

Governor Olson, of Minnesota, a 
farmer-laborite, acted as spokesman 
for the delegation, the other members 
of which were Governors Herring, of 
lowa; Berry, of South Dakota: , Fe 
ger, of North Dakota, and Schmede- 
man, of Wisconsin.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 3.—(#)—In 
a statement issued following a confer- 
ence with leaders of Pennsylvania 
striking miners, Hugh S. Johnson to- 
night announced that almost all of 
the men were ex ed to be back at 
work by next Wednesday. 

The statement set out that the men 
had called on President Roosevelt 
to discuss conditions of the election 
to be held in the steel company-owned 
mines to select representatives for 
negotiating and agreement and that 
upon their representation the “presi- 
dent said he would ask Seuator Wag- 
ner to send representatives of the na- 
tional labor board at once to pre- 
pare the election and to pass upon 
the qualification of voters in ad- 
vance.” 

The men had told the president 
they were afraid that persons not en- 
titled to vote would be permitted to 
in order to turn the election against 
the United Mine workers. Under the 
agreement only the men ~~ho were 
working prior to the strike are en- 
titled to vote, 

The text of the statement follows: 

“Representatives of the Unit.d 
Mine workers, employes of captive 
mines, called on the president to dis- 
cuss the conditions of election under 
the terms of the agreement reached 
with captive mine »erators on Octo- 
ber 31. 

“Upon estimate by these representa- 
tives that the men would practically 
all be at work by Wednesday and 
that no more violence is expected. 
the president said he would ask Sen- 
ator Wagner to send representatives 
of the national labor board at once 
to prepare the election and to pass 
upon qualifications of voters in ad- 
vance, ‘ 

“Qne representative each will be 
sent to Carmichael for Greene coun- 
ty: Uniontown, for Fayette county; 

alifornia, for Washington county, 
Pittsburgh for Allegheny county.” 

Johnson said he was satisfied that 
the men would start going back to 
work immediately, the mines re-open- 
ing without further delay.

“NRA Real Boon”—J. P. Allen. 

“NRA has been a real boon to the 
retail merchants, not only of Atlanta, 
but over the country,” said J. P. Al- 
len, president of the J. P. Allen Com- 
pany and president of the Atlanta Re- 
tail Merchants’ Association. 

“I would hesitate to predict what 
would have happened during the last 
three months had it not been for the 
NRA,” said Mr. Allen. “There has 
been stimulation of buying through 
the extra employment caused by NRA; 
it has stabilized prices where the mer- 
chant can really operate with some 
confidence in the future. It has re- 
stored confidence in the public, and 
while it may be easy for any person 
to find fault with any great pro- 
gram of this nature, I think it would 
be absolutely suicidal for the admin- 
istration or the public to try to go 
back to the old order of things when 
nothing but chaos and uncertainty 
prevailed in every industry. 

“It seems to me that it would be 
very unpatriotic for any person to- 
day, when the NRA is going through 
a very critical period, to condemn the 
NRA. I am sure that neither the 
president nor any member of the ad- 
ministration expects the NRA to cure 
the evils of a three or four-year de- 
pression within three or four months. 
It probably will take a year or longer, 
and I hope that the people and the 
merchants of Atlanta will continue to 
support it. 

“I firmly believe that Atlanta is 
supporting the NRA as patriotically 
and as conscientiously as any city in 
America. We cannot afford to turn 
back, and I am sure that the president 
has no idea of turning back. From 
time to time it may be necessary to 
make some exceptions to various rul- 
ings, but all that is a matter of de- 
tail.

“Got NRA Spirit”—Dave Simon. 

“Confidence and patience, applied 
as they should be, will put us back 
where we ought to be,” said . Dave 
Simon, manager of the ready-to-wear 
department of The Mirror. 

“We must learn to wait to get the 
proper results,” he said. “Everyone 
should realize that we cannot get rich 
overnight. The downward trend has 
been stopped, and I believe firmly 
that we have seen the worst. Now, 
we have only to build on a firm and 
sure foundation, and that is being 
done. I expect to see some of that 
extra money after the first of the 
year. 

“People are happier than they have 
been in months. They’ve got that old 
NRA spirit, and they are showing it 
in their faces and actions.” 

“Outlook Optimistic”—Harry 
Alexander. 

“Everyone seems to be facing the 
winter with more hope than they had 
last year,” said Harry Alexander, 
president of George Muse Clothing 
Company. “Business is better this fall 
than last fall, and the outlook is op- 
timistic. 

“We adhere to the code strictly, 
supporting it 100 per cent, and we 
are confident that the NRA will suc- 
ceed. It has put people to work, 
which was what we had to do to get 
a recovery movement started. If we 
will all do the same thing and support 
it, there is no question of its going 
over, In fact, it has got to work, or 
else—. In the main, I believe, peo- 
ple are co-operating. The plan is 
about as equitable as it could be 
made.” 
“Business Increasing”—A. L. Zachry. 

Better. business of the last three 
months is attributed to the various 
phases of the recovery act, in the 
opinion of A. L. Zachry, president of 
Zachry’s. “We are beginning to feel 
the results of it,” he said. “The way 
recovery is working is from the agri- 
cultural and other acts to the farmer, 
then to the small town and. now to 
Atlanta. We, in the gity, are dépend- 
ent on the farm, just as much as if 
we lived on it. 

“Business is increasing in vol- 
ume. Of that there is no doubt,” said 
Mr. Zachry. “And, if anyone has 
a better plan for speeding up recov- 
ery, I haven’t heard of it.

“However,” he went on to say, “in 
my opinion there is entirely too much 
conversation going around, among 
chronic complainers, that is baseless 
and does not take into consideration 
the good that has been done by the 
NRA regardless of any individual 
apple carts that it may have upset. 
No great movement of such immensity 
could possibly be put into operation 
without causing interference to some 
individuals. It seems to me that it 
is Just a question of salvation for the

“As you probably remember, busi- 
ness picked up with a spurt, got good, 
and then for several weeks there was 
a let-down. This probably was caused 
by so much enthusiasm and advance 
buying, some of the business normally 
falling in this period being transacted 
then. 

“But we are satisfied, and business 
is again showfng renewed life on a 
more solid basis. We are much better 
off than in 1932. People are begin- 
ning to release hoarded money, and 
those who didn’t have it to spend are 
now obtaining some with which to 
make their purchases. One of the 
most attractive features of present 
conditions is that old accounts are 
being paid off, and the slate cleaned, 
to a noticeabie extent. We are be- 
ginning to get money in circulation, 
and therefore I would say that I ap- 
prove of the NRA most heartily as a 
necessary means in a desperate case.” 

“75 Per Cent Gain”—L. C. Costley. 

A representative of The Constitution 
found L. ©. Costley, regional manager 
for Chevrolet, in a room filled with 
huge charts and figure-covered sheets 
on éasels. “You want to know about 
our business improvement?” Mr. Cost- 
ley asked. “Well, the percentages 
speak for themselves. 

“Through September of this year, in 
the southeastern territory,” said Mr.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 3—(@)— 
President Roosevelt today reorganized 
the Home Loan bank board, namiug 


‘John H. Fahey, of Massachusetts, as 


chairman in place of William F. Ste- 
venson, of South Carolina, who sug- 
gested a rotation of presiding officers. 
The president also designated T. D. 
Webb, of Tennessee, as vice chairman 
of the board which has control of the 
administration’s vital home mortgage 
refinancing program. 
There have been signs that Mr. 
Roosevelt was eager for greater speed 
by the board in getting funds to the 
relief of the distressed small home 
owners. 
He readily accepted the suggestion 
of Stevenson for the rotation system. 
which also Applies in several other 
government agencies. 
Stevenson continues as a member 
of the board. He was originally ap- 
inted by Mr. Roosevelt. Fahey, a 
assachusetts newspaper publisher, 
had been on the board for five months. 

In accepting Stevenson's suggestion 
the president said: 

_ “May I expres’ to you my apprecia- 
tion of the very co-operative spirit 
shown in your letter and your con- 
structive suggestion as to the valuable 
oe of rotation of the chairman- 
ship.” 
_ A little later the board released 
its weekly report, showing that 554,- 
506 applications for foans had been 
received, of which 98,455 had been 
approved up to October 27.

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They have a new party in Belgium. 
It is known as the Dinasos, a con- 
traction of the words Dietsche Nation- 
al Socialists. Dietsch is an old word 
for Netherlandish. Dietsch by race 
are the Hollanders, the Flemings in 
Belgium (but not the Walloons, who 
are French) and the Filemings in 
France, The aim of the Dinasog is to 
unite all these people in one great 
‘*Dietsche” state, that is to say Hol- 
land, and all Flanders, right down 
south into France to’ Calais and 
Boulogne, which: are really two old 


Flemish cities, with the names Kalen 
en nen. x , 

To. reach. this goal. the’ Dinaso 
have begun a campaign, using the 
methods of their spiritual kinsmen 
the nazis in Germany. Many priests 
belong to the Dinasos, many. poets, 
too, and other intellectuals. If the 
Dinasos succeed it will be the dis- 
memberment of the Belgian state. This 
would be no great calamity to anyone 
in Belgium, except to the royal fam- 
ily. But it would. be a first-class ca- 
lamity in France. For Belgium as 
constituted at present is the great 


Quite naturally France is therefore 
opposing the Dinasos by supporting 
the Walloons, that is to say, the 
French element in Belgium. French 
critics and obseryers sneer and laugh 
at the Dinaso movement. Foolish 
policy! The rise of Hitler ought to 
have taught them that such move- 
ments do grow and wax strong on 
foreign opposition. 

Curiously enough, the social-demo- 
crats in Belgium, who are extremely 
strong both among the Walloons and 
among the Flemings, are now emerg- 
ing as the strongest pillar of the 
Belgian state. They are dead set 
against the Dinasos, because of their 
nazi character. But that in itself is 
no guarantee either that the Dinaso 
movement, which is really a tontinua- 
tion and augmentation of the Flemish 
nationalist movement, is going to re- 
main insignificant and without in- 
fluence. 

Unless the Belgian government can 
create some super-nationalist move- 
ment, transcending the interests of 
Flemings and Walloons both, the state 
is in for a rough passage. But for 


tionalism—a _ Belgian — nationalism, 
there is little likelihood, for the sim- 
ple reason that there are no Belgians, 
there are no Flemings and Walloons 
who live in a country that was ar- 
tificially and wrongly dubbed Bel- 
gium in 1830.

Health Talke

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THE PHYSIOLOGY OF 
BREATHING. 

Old timers assumed that the “type” 
of breathing was.determined by sex; 
that in men the breathing is ‘‘abdom- 
inal” and in women it is “costal,” 
that is, more a matter of rise and 
fall of the upper chest and ribs. More 
precise observations and measure- 
ments made with the hindrance of 
clothing removed have shown that 
sex has nothing to do with it, and 
that the natural and efficient breath- 
ing for everyone is the breathing I 
call belly or bellows breathing. 

Vital Capacity. This is the meas- 
urement of the quantity of air that 
can be breathed out. by the deepest 
possible expiration after one has taken 
the deepest possible inspiration. This 
total lung capacity measured with a 
spirometer amounts to approximately 
a gal'on. 

_ Tidal Air. This is the amount of 
air breathed out in a normal quiet 
expiration, approximately a pint. 

_Complemental Air is the amount of 
air one can breathe in by an effort. 
over and above the tidal air. and 
measures a little over three pints, 

Supplemental Air is the amount one 
can breathe ont or blow out by an 
effort after the ordinary quiet expira- 
tion of tidal air, and this also meas- 
ures a little over three pints. : 

Residual Air, approximately a 
quart, always remains in. the lungs 
after the most forcible expiration one 
can make. 

During ordinary, quiet, unconscious 
breathing there is a reserve supply of 
air in the Jungs amounting to two 
quarts, or half the vital capacity— 
on residual air plus the supplemental 

ir. 

Don't get confused about all these 
airs, We are not trying to air our 
erudition. We- just thought you 
might wish to know. 

_ There is still one more air to men- 
tion—Minimal Air. This is the small 
amount of air: that remains in the 
lungs after the thorax has n 
opened. Opening of the thorax sur- 
gically or accidentally causes the lung 
to collapse, but while collapse of the 
lung drives out the residual and sup- 
p‘emental air, enough is trapped in 
the air cells to make the lungs float, 
even if pieces of lung are entirely re- 
moved from the body. The minimal 
air makes the lungs “lights.” If the 
lung will float it is proof that a child 
was born alive and breathed at least 
once. It is not of definite significance 
in drowning cases, for in most drown- 
ings there is little or no water in the 
gee ; . 

xe of Oxygen and Carbon 
Dioxide. Air ordinarily is a mixture 
of 79 parts of nitrogen with 20.96 
parts of oxygen and 0.04 parts of 
carbon dioxide. In the lungs some 
of the oxygen is absorbed and con- 
siderable carbon dioxide given off from 
the blood is added to the air, so that 
the air expired is a mixture of 7% 
parts of nitrogen, 16.02 parts of oxy- 
gen and 4.38 parts of carbon dioxide. 
The- increased proportion of carbon 
dioxide in the expired air is put to 
practical use in a simple home 
treatment that has proved efficacious 
in cases of intractable hiccups. Hold 
an ordinary paper bag over the pa- 
tients nose and mouth and let him 
breathe into the bag for.a few min- 
utes. He thus inhales a concentration 
of carbon dioxide and oxygen similar 
to that administered from an inhal- 
ator and gas tanks. It is quite harm- 
less in any case.

MILK PRICE TEST GOES 
TOHIGHEST U.S, COURT 


ROCHESTER, N. Y., Nov. 3.—() 
Because Leo Nebbia, a grocer, gave 
away a loaf of bread with a bottle of 
milk the supreme court of the United 
States will pass upon a state’s right 
to fix the price of milk. 

Nebbia’s objection to minimum price 
regulations of the state milk control 
board may become a focal point for 
a test of other state laws, the NRA 
and A. A. A. price fixing provisions. 

Nebbia was convicted in city court 
‘of violating minimum price regulations 
and was fined $5. His attorney carried 
the case to the New York state court 
of appeals, where the conviction was 
npheld. 

Arthur E. Sutherland Jr., Nebbia’s 
attorney, is a former law clerk in 
the office of former Justice Oliver 
Wendell Holmes, of the United States 
supreme court.

PLOT IN WINSTON-SALEM 


SECOND INVOLVING FAMILY | 


The attempted kidnaping of Mrs. 
Richard J. Reynolds, of the widely 
known North Carolina family, is the 
second such plot involving members 
of the family. 

The intended victims of the first 
conspiracy were Joe F. Cannon Jr., 
son of the textile magnate, and his 
little niece, Anne Cannon Reynolds. 
The latter is a child of the late 
Smith Reynolds and his first wife, 
Anne Cannon Reynolds Smith. Smith 
Reynolds was a brother, af Richard J. 
Reynolds, whose wife was threatened 
in the plot revealed Friiay. 

Young Cannon and the little girl 
were threatened in letters received by 
the boy’s father. Department of jus- 
tice agents after a long investigation 
arrested Odell C. Boyles, Hapeville 
parachute rigger, and his wife, Sue. 
The arrests followed Mr. Cannon's 
turning the threatening letters over 
to the department of justice, which 
sent a detail of agents here to work 
with the Atlanta police.

Control of Elections by 
City Council Urged in 
Special Presentments. 


(Presentments in Page 7.) 

Control of elections by city council 
was urged Friday in a series of spe- 
cial Fulton county grand jury pre- 
sentments, in which the recent city 
democratic primary was scored as be- 
ing “tainted with fraudulent registra- 
tion and voting.” 


The «special. presentments were re- 
turned at the same time thatthe 
regular presentments were filed, the 
grand jury retiring for the session 
with a division among its members as 
to whether a probe of Fulton county 
affairs should. be continued. 

Council already has passed a re- 


quest to the legislature asking that 


it be empowered to control such elec- 
tions, and the grand jury urged that 
it be passed. 

“Laxity in registration, directly 
traceable to the city clerk’s office, 
made it possible for many to vote who 
were not entitled to do so,” the spe- 
cial presentments point out. They 
scored the fact that oaths were not 
administered registrants; that boys 
and girls between the ages of 16 and 
21 years old were allowed to cast 
ballots; that registration lists were 
not checked, but that the unsworn 
word of registrars was accepted. 


A permanent registration list and 
precinct registration lists instead of 
ward lists to prevent duplicate ballot- 
ing were recommended. 


Divided on Fulton Probe. 


Divergent views over continuance of 
the probe of Fulton county affairs 
was expressed by the grand jury, and 
in a statement issued by P. A. Clark, 
who resigned as foreman and was suc- 
ceeded by A. L. Myers because he 
asked selection af a special solicitor 
and a judge to investigate county 
matters. 

While 


grand jury presentments 


criticized some county officials, they 
related that no cause for indictment 


had been found and expressed the hope 
that the service of the present grand 
jury has “marked the turn from a 
period of public suspicion and unrest 
to a new deal of confidence, commen- 
dation and support—of public serv- 
ants—.” 


Clark scored political machines in . 


his statement, Said several members 
of the grand jury held the same priv- 
ate opinions he had that a thorough 
“probe should be made,” but that 
they feared reprisals and possible loss 
of their jobs if they “took . ffirmative 
action.” 
The special presentments dealing 
with Atlanta election and primary 
laws hit practices ef J. Henson Ta- 
tum, registrar, and his clerks. 
Reforms Needed, Says Tatum. 
Tatum, in commenting en the rec- 
ommendations, said the ¢rand jury 
“igs recommending just what I have 
championed since 1 have been in of- 
fice. We need some reforms in reg- 
istration, and lists should be purged 
properly before the balloting.” 
Regular presentments condemned 
the ‘city jail as “a public nuisance 
and urged a new one, They suggested 
appointment of a committee of nine 
—three from Fulton county govern- 
ment, three from the municipal gov- 
ernment and three to be selected by, 
the six named—to work out a plan 
for improvement of both ihe county 
and city jail, 
Establishment of a sewer district 
to obtain adequate sewer protection 
was strongly commended. 
County Economy Praised. 
Among other outstanding features 


Praise of the county for curtailment 


of salaries during the stress of the 


depression; suggestion that strict ~ 
economy be practicéd in county af- 
fairs for at least the next three years; 
an aggressive policy for collection of 
court. costs in superior court cases and 
praise for the municipal court for -its 
work and especially for the high per- 
centage of its costs collections: praise 
for Grady hospital, Battle Hill sani- 
tarium; convict camps, detention 
homes, the probation department of 
the county; county attorney, superior 
court clerk; solicitor-general and vir- 
tually all departments; commendation 
for the efficiency of the county and 
its employes; recommendation that 
pay rolls be reduced where possible 
through curtailment of personnel; 
careful check of properties to see that 
all pay their proportion of county 
taxes; an inspection for houses con- 
structed outside the city limits to 
insure safety; condemnation of the 
county health department.

Voters’ Power in Balance. 


“This power (the power vested in 
the citizens of the state) has laid 
dormant for such a great length of 
time through lack of interest that it 
is now in grave danger of being usurp- 
ed by political cliques and organiza- 
tions composed almost exclusively of 
officersholders. . . Such organiza- 
tions are able to elect themselves or 
others selected by them to almost any 
office in the county. . . .. The exer- 
cise of this power has given ‘ those 
particular groups an influence of suf- 
ficient strength that a fair and im- 
partial investigation into the offices 
which they control has become almost 
impossible,” Clark said.

An engine designed to derive power 
from compressed air that is replenish- 
ed as it runs and to develop a speed 
of 125 miles an hour, is nearing com- 
pletion hére. It is a railroad model, 
but its inventor, William E. Boyette, 
formerly of Jacksonville, Fla., and 
Birmingham, Ala. s#id he has demon- 
strated the success of the engine in 
an automobile, 

In outlining revolutionary changes 
in transportation systems he said he 
hoped the engine would develop, Mr. 
Boyette said. He had been threat- 
ened “in every conceivable manner, 
including lunacy proceedings,” if he 
proceeded with the experiment. 

The engine is expected to be ready 
for a test run to Jacksonville by No- 
vember 15. The inventor said he hopes 
to make the run with a minimum ex- 
penditure of $2.48, which would be 
the cost of recharging the battery of 
an auxiliary power unit. 

He first demonstrated the principle 
of the engine in September, 1931, at 
Jacksonville with an automobile model 
“and all sorts of parts.” .He did not 
continue with experiments on tliat 
type of engine, he said, because he 
could build a model that would be 
suitable for railroad use for the same 
cost that would be necessary to con- 
struct a smaller unit. The tremen-

for lower operating costs, he added, 
made it easy to obtain backing for the 
construction of an engine for rail- 
road use. 

Patents Obtained in April. 

Patents were obtained on April 18, 
1983, Mr. Boyette said, on the show- 
ing made by the automobile model. 
The model now nearing completion is 
a steel chasis approximately 40 feet 
long with three sets of railroad wheels. 
It resembles a huge bus mounted on 
railroad wheels with all of the body 
removed except the front cab section 
where the driver sits. 

Describing the principle of opera- 
tion as “simple,” he said the engine 
is composed of fiye units; an air cdém- 
pressor connected with the front 
wheels; an auxiliary compressor; elec- 
tric motor; air engine, and an elec- 
tric generator for recharging the bat- 
tery. 

The main power is derived from the 
front compressor directly connected 
with the wheels. Power for the auxil- 
iary compressor will be furnished by 
an electric motor connected to a 675- 
ampere battery. The generator, 110 
volts, 210 amperes, is driven by the 
three sets of wheels, recharging the 
battery while in motion. 

The auxiliary unit is used to put 
400 pounds of compressed air in tanks 
that parallel the sides of the engine. 
Should the front compressor fail to 
maintain sufficient pressure, the aux- 
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pressed air railroad bus which, 
made November 15.

360 pounds, the inventor said, build- 
ing the pressure back to 400 pounds. 
Controlled by Throttle. 

|} Speed is controlled by a throttle 
from the cab to the engine, similar 
to the principle used in the standard 
locomotive steam engine. 

Several prominent Atlantans are 
included in backers of the invention. 
‘he group formed a $70,000 corpora- 
tion to build the model. In the event 
it proves successful, the inventor said, 
the same principle would be applied 
in building automobile engines. 

_ Forty persons have been invited 
to make the run to Jacksonville, in- 
cluding the governors of Georgia and 
Florida, other officials of the two 
states, executives of the General Elec- 
tric Company, railroad officials and 
others. 

_ Work on the invention was started 
five years ago by Mr. Boyette, who 
said he had been experimenting along 
similar lines many years, He was born 
in Birmingham 43 years ago and lived 
there until he went to Jacksonville in 
1923, with the exception of several 
years spent in the navy. He gained 
much of his mechanical’ experience 
around Birmingham steel aiile 

In Jacksonville he was division 
manager of three southern states for 
a Chicago candy company and later 
was connected with a wholesale coffee 
company.

cials was interrupted from time to 
time as they received messages from 
home urging them to insist on price 
fixing ‘and asserting that the farm 
strike: movement was spreading. Re- 
ports were also received telling of vio- 
lence in  Wisconsin,, Nebraska and 
Iowa as an outgrowth of unrest among 
farmers. 
Ask Farmers’ Code. 

At a previous meeting in Des Moines 
the governors agreed to ask that prices 
be fixed at production costs plus a 
“reasonable profit’ to farmers, that 
this be! incorporated in. an NRA code 
for agriculture, and that farmers be 
assigned quotas and licensed. 

Olson said that since opening dis- 
cussions here, they had been informed 
parity prices were higher than pro- 
duction costs as determined by cost 
accounting methods, so he adopted 
a new goal. Parity is the price for 
a product sufficient to give its pro- 
ducers pre-war purchasing power. 

He said they also found an NRA 
code would not be possible because the 
industrial act specificially exempted 
farmers from its licensing provisions 
under an amendment pressed by Sena- 
tor Long, democrat, Louisiana.

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Former Director of the 
Pasteur Institute Suc- 
cumbs in Paris. 


PARIS, Nov. 3.—(4)}—Dr. Emile 
Roux, 80, former director of the Pas- 
teur Institute, former right-hand man 
of the famous bacteriologist, and the 
last surviving collaborator with Pas- 
tenur, died today. 

Dr. Pierre Paul Emile Roux had 
suffered from tuberculosis 40 years, 
while his colleague, Dr. Albert Cal- 
mette, who died October 29, struggled 
to discover a eure for the disease. 

‘Roux was born December 17, 1853, 
and led an ascetic life, eating simply 
and sleeping on a hard camp bed. To 
the rest of the world he was regarded 
as a legendary recluse and a hard 
worker who lived solely on bread and 
soup. He was director of the Pasteur 
Institute from 1904 to 1918.

Olson said farm officials asserted it 
would be necessary “to spend billions 
of dollars” to purchase products which 
the processors might be unable or un- 
willing to purchase and that this 
would amount to stabilization which 
the department desired to avoid. 

Olson added, however, that in his 
opinion there would be no actual ne- 
cessity for stabilization, that the 
amounts farmers sold could be limited 
so as to prevent a glut of markets. 

“We governors do not believe the 
plan is necessarily in finished form 
but that it is the basis on which the 
department’s experts should proceed 
in speeding up relief for agriculture.” 
Olson said. “If the department has 
not rejected the program as Secretary 
Wallace says, we will be more than 
happy if they proceed to its considera- 
tion. Unless it is adopted, farm dis- 
tress will continue. a 

“We take the position that the de- 
paftment should proceed with its pres- 
ent plans as far as possible but that 
our program should supplement it in 
order to get some immediate results 
for the farmers.” 

Olson and Langer both asserted 
that prices to consumers would not 
necessarily be increased by the pro- 
gram, 
Co-operation. 

Thus far in administering the farm 
act, Wallace has sought voluntary co- 
operation in working out all agree- 
ments from processors and handlers. 
He has imposed some agreements 
which only approximately 5 per cent 
of the industry was willing to sign 
and in these cases he has licensed the 
entire industry to require full observ- 
ance, despite the opposition of mi- 
norities. His authority to do this 
has been challenged in the courts but 
no decisions from final courts of ap- 
peal have been made so far to deter- 
mine its validity. 

In the case of middle western farm 
commodities, in view of the uted 
seriousness of the low-price problem, 
the governors suggested the agreement 
be proposed without extensive nego- 
tiatfions in .order to shorten the time 
before the effective date. : 

Governors Langer and raghie - as: 
serted that the fixed prices could be 
opposed without any large increase 
in cost to consumers. They said mar- 
gins of profit to handlers and proc 
essors could be reduced. .

SEPTEMBER-OCTOBER TERM, 


Hon. John D. Humphries, Presiding,

Fulton Superior Court: 

Your Grand Jury for the September- 
October term of this Court respectfully 
submits its general presentments as 
follows: 

We have, through regularly appoint- 
ed committees, made inspections of the 
several county departments and insti- 
tutions and have recommendations to 
make relative to the operation of these 
eanrmnente and institutions, as fol- 

WSs: 


GENERAL COUNTY MATTERS: 
We commend the County Commis- 
sioners for the economy measures 
adopted, which have maintained the 
credit of Fulton County with the At- 
lanta Clearing Honse banks, whose co- 
operation is necessary in the econom- 
ical financing of the county's affairs. 
We understand that to fully clear up 
the accumulated deficits of past years, 
rigid adherence to the present eco- 
nomical policies will be necessary for 
a period of approximately three years. 


We recommend that county pur- 
chases be made from members of the 
NRA as far as possible. 


As regards the salary question, we 
find that considerable reductions have 
been made in individual salaries and 
in the total pay rolls. The questions 
now remaiiing has to do with the 
number of people on the pay rolls. 
This question is no different in the 
ease of the county from that which 
every employer has to face at this 
time. 

The county owns eighty automobil&’ 
used by various departments. We ap- 
preciate the disadvantage of police 
cars, and other of like use, having 
the name of Fulton County painted 
on them, but we believe that if the 
name of the county is plainly marked 
On approximately half of the county 
cars, it will enable a closer check on 
their use and a saving ‘vill be effected, 
gnd we so recommend. 


We wish to reiterate the recom- 
mendations of former grand juries 
that the county government and the 
governments of all the municipalities 
therein unite in the creation of a san- 
itary district for the effeétive treat- 
gent of the sewerage problem. 


Under the existing financial condi- 
tions the county has been unable to 
do much work on public roads other 
than repair work, grading and resur- 
facing roads with top soil. We earnest- 
ly recommend that projects of open- 
ing up new territory by building new 
roads which are of no general benefit 
to the public at large, but are a 
benefit to only an interested few, be 
discontinued. We are informed that 
there are four hundred ninety-four 
miles of paved road outside the City 
of Atlanta, in old Fulton county and 
we believe that the policy of not par- 
ing any more roads at this time is 
wise, 

We find that there is a large 
amount of property, both real and per- 
sonal, in Fulton County which is not 
being put on the Tax Digest because 
returns of the same are not made 
voluntarily to the tax receiver. We 
sought a compelling means to get: this 
property on the Tax Digest. For that 
purpose we called before us the Coun- 
iy Commissioners, Tax Receiver and 
Tax Collector, jointly with the Tax 
Investigator and the County Attorney. 
It then developed that with some ful- 
er degree of co-operation, great im- 
provement would result in the tax 
gathering. 

The law on this subject was brought 
to us by the Tax Receiver, and the 
County Attorney construed the same 
to make it mandatory upon the Tax 
Receiver to seek out all property not 
voluntarily returned and make up a 
Defaulters’ Digest of this property, 
which, aceording to law, is subject to 
double taxation. The law permits the 
county commissioners to employ Tax 
Investigators to seek out this proper- 
ty, but this feature of the law does 
not relieve the Tax Receiver from his 
obligations. Under the plan mutually 
agreed upon the County Commission- 
ers will see that the Tax Investigators 
and Tax Assessors will put into the 
hands of the Tax Receiver a descrip- 
tion and a valuation of property found 
by them not to be returned. 

We recommend that the County 
Commissioners look into the advisabil- 
ity of making up a field book of all 
the preporty in the county so that 
there ‘would be no doubt that all the 
property in the county would go on 
the Tax Digest. 

JAILS: 

The county jail is at times over- 
serowded and unsanitary, although of 
fireproof construction. The county 
authorities recognizing the fact that 
the jail is obsolete and in bad re- 
pair are prepared to undertake a 
renovation and enlargement of the 
jail as soon as a decisicn can_ be 
rightly made in view of pending 
questions as to the financing and the 
advisable scope of the undertaking. 
The wall structures of the building 
are in excellent condition and are 
strong enough to allow two more 
floors to be added. 

The city police station in which 
arrested persons are confined under 
jurisdiction of the city police depart- 
ment and recorder, constitutes a haz- 
ard to life and health of men and 
women prisoners, as well as endanger- 
ing all who must enter the building, 
and is ‘without sleeping accommoda- 
tions for men prisoners. Conditions 
here are so appalling that in the 
opinion of the competent city authori- 
ties and of the entire grand jury the 
place would class as a public ~uisance, 
and a disgrace which should not be 
further tolerated, 

We find that at least four sets 
of plans have been under considera- 
tion by the county and city authori- 
ties. The county authorities have well 
investigated the possibilities of en- 
larging and modernizing the present 
county jail building, im comparison 
with the alternative of a new build- 
ing. The city authorities heve rightly 
found it impractical to do anything 
worth while with the present police 
building and have considered plans 
for a new city police structure, but 
would prefer to go into a Joint un- 
dertaking with the county. Sketched 
plans for a joint undertaking were 
discussed at a joint meeting of city 
and county officials, together with 
some representatives of a citizens’ com- 
mittee headed by Mr. W. E. Mitchell. 
The cost of the various plans have 
been quoted to us as ranging from 
$100,000 to $2.500,000. 

The matters here involved are of 
such lasting importance to the county 
and city, and of such immediate neec 
to both, that we earnestly ---ommend 
prompt formation of a committee not 
to exceed] nine persons—3 of whom 
shall represent the county govern- 
ment; 3 to represent the city govern- 
ment, and 3 well qualified citizens, 
te be chosen by the other six members, 
This committee should be prepared to 
deal effectively with all phases of 
the matter such as ownership. opera- 
tion, financing and definite plans for 
building. 

COLLECTION OF COSTS: 

Our investigations have disclosed a 
large amount of uncollected court cost 
. im both the sheriff's office and in. the 
office of the clerk of the superior 
court. We also find a great many su- 
perior court cases undisposed of and 
2 on what is known as the dead 

et. While cases are on this dead 
docket and undisposed of court costs 
are not established and consequently 
not collected. We uriderstand that 
since October 1, upon the recommen- 
dation of the previous grand jury and 
county commissioners these dead 
docket cases are being put on the 
calendar at a rate of per week.

In our investigation of county af- 
fairs, we have had considerable cov- 
tact with the county auditor, and 
are favorably imp with ~ his 
knowledge and reports of vounty mat- 
ters. Although we note that previous 
grand juries have made sug 
to.a change in the selection of the 
auditor and of the term of appoint- 
ment, no good reason for such a 
change is apparent to us. 
MUNICIPAL COUR®B: 

We commend very highly the effi- 
ciency with which this court is oper- 
ated. Especially do we commend the 
results obtained in the collections of 
court costs, Over a period of eight 
years this court has collected 96.1 
per cent of the costs assessed in civil 
cases. We feel that this is to some 
extent accomplished by the fact that 
a deposit of a portion of the cost 
is required at the time the suit is 
filed, and because of an aggressive 
follow-up system of collections. 
COUN HOOL 
DEUARTMENT: 

_We feel that the evident pride of 
citizens of Fulton county im their 
school system is entirely justified. 
CONVICT CAMPS: 

We commend very highly the 
warden of the convict camps and 
those under his supervision for the 
efficient manner in which the camps 


healthy condition of the same. We 
also commend those responsible for 
the recent farming activities engaged 
in by the various county institutions 
and recommend a continuance of 
these operations. 

ALMSHOUSE: 

We feel that a conservative view 
of the present almshouse situation 
and needs are as follows: The man- 
agement of this institution is deserv- 
ing of high commendation, but the 
buildings by reason of age and in- 
flammable type of construction con- 
stitute a menace. Plumbing and floor 
repairs would improve the sanitation. 
This institution is entitled to first 
consideration among those projects 
accepted for place on _ the public 
buildings program. 

JUEVENILE DETENTION 
HOME—INDUSTRIAL FARM 
FOR WHITE BOYS: 

The foregoing comments regarding 
the almshouse apply with equal force 
to these two institutions. 
PROBATION WORK: 

We feel that probation work 
among both adults and juveniles is 
of paramount importance, and as 
soon as the finances of the county 
permit additional personnel and im- 
proved facilities should be provided. 


GRADY HOSPITAL: 

We were impressed with the in- 
creased efficiency of Grady hospital 
under the control of the present 
echeme of management, and recom- 
mend its continuance. We commend 
the county commission for the sup- 
port given Grady hosptial by the 
county authorities, and recommend 
the continuance and enlargement of 
that support. 

BATTLE HILL SANATORIUM: 

We bespeak for this institution, 
which is operated bv the city of At- 
lanta, a continued support of the 
county. 

HEALTH DEPARTMENT: 

After careful consideration, this 
body does not agree to the adoption 
of the Ellis health law, as such ac- 
tion would handicap the county’s fi- 
nances to a considerable extent. How- 
ever, we are not satisfied with the 
operation and personnel of the coun- 
tv health department and ask that 
direct supervision of this department 
be again assumed by the county com- 
missioners, with the idea of correct- 
ing the unsatisfactory type of per- 
sonnel now existing, to which we and 
previous grand juries attribute the 
existing inefficiencies. 

SALARY BUYERS: 

We were requested by the July- 
August term grand jury to follow 
up the matter of illegal operations of 
salary buyers. We are informed that 
this matter is being pursued by a 
joint grievance committee from the 
Atlanta Bar Association and the Law- 
yers Club. Their chairman, Mr. W. 
A. Fuller, states that he expects to he 
able to make their report to their 
November-December grand jury. 


LEGISLATIVE 
RECOMMENDATIONS: 

Whereas, there are a number of 
apartment houses and other build- 
ings in the ecounty outside the city 
limits of any municipality, and no 
doubt a large number of such struc- 
tures will be erected in the future, 
and at present there is no super- 
vision by the county of buildings as 
to safety to occupants against ‘un- 
safe construction and other hazards; 
we recommend that such protection 
be given these outlying districts, fees 
to be eollected from builders, who 
should pay the cost of such inspec- 
tion. 

We find there are in Fulton coun- 
ty, outside the limits of any munic- 
ipality, 3,000 businesses of various 
kinds that pay no license fees. We 
recommend that reasonable license be 
assessed. If the fees are in accord- 
ance with those of Atlanta, annual 
revenue would be approximately 
$100,000. 

We recommend that Jaws be enact- 
ed to permit the payment of state 
and county taxes, in two or more in- 
stallments. It would be a great con- 
venience to taxpayers and money 
would be available for current ex- 
penses. 

We have called attention to the 
fact that in the municipal court a 
deposit is required of a portion of 
the cost in civil suits filed and by so 
doing a very large percentage of the 
costs are collected. We find that a 
number of suits are filed in the su- 
perior court, over which the municipal 
court has jurisdiction, because of the 
fact that this deposit is not required 
in this court. We recommend that 
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legislation be enacted to require the 
clerk of the superior court to reqwre 
a deposit when suits are filed in that | 


This being the fall term of the court, 
in compliance with the provision of 
Section 876 of the penal code, we fix 
the compensation of both grand and 
petit jurors at.$3 per day. 
GENERAL COMMENTS: 

Under date of October 20, 1933, 
this grand jury returned into court a 
special presentment setting forth its 
views as to an exhaustive investiga- 
tion ‘nto county affairs. Although we 
believe. that some action of some coun- 
ty officials in the past have deserved 
condemnation for the manner in which 
public funds have been expended, 
these acts have not been such as to 
warrant criminal] prosecution accord- 
ing to the investigation conducted by 
this grand jury. The material gath- 
€ by the citizens’ committee ap- 
pointed by the March-April grand jury 
has been examined by a competent 
committee from our body, and after

We wish to thank the court and all 
the county officials and employes who 
have rendered courteous and valuable 
assistance to the grand jury during 
its inspections of various county prop- 
erties and during its jury sessions.

our term. It has been a time of pleas- 
ant association and every one of us 
shall long remember it: We have dis- 
agreed about some issues and have 
argued them through to a decision. 
The jury has not been swayed by out- 
side pressure, but has had its own 
convictions; has done its own think- 
ing, and has voted for the right, ac- 
cording to the evidence and as it saw 
the right.

Your grand jury for the September- 
October term of this court respect- 
fully submits a special presentment as 
follows: 

By an exhaustive and impartial in- 
vestigation, this grand jury found that 
the recent city democratic primary 
was tainted with fraudulent registra- 
tion and voting.. The registrars have 
admitted that they did not administer 
the oath required by law and that they 
accepted as facts the statements as 
to age, residence and ward, as given 
by those registering without any ap- 
parent attempt to check such state- 
ments. This laxity in registration, di- 
rectly traceable to the city clerk's of- 
fice made it possible for many to vote 
who were no¢ legally entitled to do so. 
Our investigation disclosed that a 
great number of boys and girls be- 
tween the ages of 16 and 21 were al- 
lowed to register and also a great 
number of people who did not live 
within the city limits of Atlanta.~ As 
further evidence of this fact we cite 
the purging of hundreds of names 
from the registration list all over the 
city after serious agitation for a clean 
election was started. 

We believe that city council should 
instruct the registrar to prepare the 
registration lists by precincts instead 
of by wards, thus eliminating the pos- 
sibility of anyone voting in more than 
one precinct in the ward. Our inves- 
tigation has shown that this occurred 
in the second ward primary and ac- 
counted for the difference of one 
vote by which councilman in that 
ward was nominated. 

We believe that the resolution, as 
adopted by council on January 2, 
1933, should be made effective at the 
next meeting of the state legislature, 
covering the following intent: 

“The mayor and general council of 
the city of Atlanta shall have full 
power and authority to provide for a 
system of permanent registration of 
voters and be authorized to designate 
some official of the city to act as 
registrar and make up the registration 
list and those who. have registered on 
this list shall thereafter continue as 


| qualified to vote permanently until 


they have failed to pay such taxes as 
the law provides, or otherwise dis- 
qualified, and also to provide for the 
taking of names off the list, and for 
an oath of registration, and that the 
official or his deputies be required to 
administer such oath for registration 
as council may provide, and further- 
more, to have anthority to generally 
provide rules and regulations govern- 
ing such permanent registration 
whereby the persons registered shall 
be taken off the list if taxes are not 
paid, or if otherwise disqualified, and 
to put on the list when tares are paid, 
or disqualifications are relieved, and 
such other details as to them may 
seem advisable.”

riment—remoulding the nation into 

is -conception of the “corporate 
ae. the United Press learned to- 

ay. 
He intends to revolutionize the par- 
liament. The new legislative branch 
of government in Italy will consist of 
delegates from trade, agriculture and 
industry groups, or “guilds” through- 
out the country. The present parlia- 
ment will be dissolved after the 
Christmas holidays. 

Mussolini's project calls for a sys- 
tem under which legislative powers 
will be granted both oneal and la- 
bor in an effort to give them full con- 
trol over production as well as gov- 
ernment. 

The action, unheard of in modern 
political economy, practically elimi- 
nates the chamber of deputies as it is 
now constituted and elected by the 
In its stead, repre- 
sentatives of industry, trade and ag- 
riculture will be chosen by their own 
groups and sent to parliament. The 
result will be a sort of national cham- 
ber of commerce and agriculture, com- 
bined, with full legislative powers. 

In Rome, political “observers consid- 
ered the program the most drastic 
constitutional move in modern’ times. 
It approaches the technocracy concep- 
tion; “with the*difference that:the sen- 
ate will retain a measure of political 
legislative control. 

The new legislative body’s delegates 
will be sent from groups classified 
and grouped in 50 industrial cate- 
gories, called “category guilds,” rep- 
resenting both labor and capital. These 


delegates will form a general body, 
or chamber, controlling production, 
the regulation of trade and the or- 
ganization of the entire industrial, 
commercial and agricultural activity 
of Italy. 

The project has been in formation 
by Mussolini and his chief fascist 
aides for some months. As long ago 
as 1930 the national guild council 
was inaugurated. It consisted of “ex- 
officio” members, sitting with repre- 
sentatives of the 13 general confedera- 
tions of the occupational unions of 
employers and employed in the seven 
main branches of production. 

These seven branches were recog- 
nized as such by the syndical law, 
and are: Agriculture, industry, com- 
merce, credit and insurance, inland 
communications, sea and air trans- 
ports and the arts and professions. 

The national guild council .subse- 
qtently provided itself with a general 
assembly, or central guild committee 
and sections and sub-sections corre- 
poenee to the aforesaid branches of 
productiop. 

The chief problem of the November 
session. of the national guild council 
will deal with the scope of the “cate- 
gory guilds.” 

Mussolini’s move toward the “cor- 
porate state” was initiated by his an- 
nouncement last night of several 
changes in his cabinet. He intends 
to eliminate the ministries of war, 
navy and aviation—eliminating Air 
Marshal Italo Balbo, who recently 
led a mass flight to Chicago and re- 
turn—and form in their stead @ min- 
istry for national defense. 

Il Duce himself will continue to 
hold the premiership, as well as the 
ministry for foreign affairs and the 
ministry of interior. 

He intends to replace several other 
ministers with younger leaders in the 


(fascist ranks.

U. S. Fleet Ordered 
To Atlantic Seaboard 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 3.—(@)— 
The United States fleet will be con- 
centrated in the Atlantic next spring 
for the first time in almost four years. 

President Roosevelt today author- 
ized the first line of defense to start 
steaming from the Pacific to the east 
coast after the winter months. It 
will return to the Pacific in the fall. 

The fleet, comprising the battle and 
scouting forces—the latter formerly 
known as the Atlantic fleet—has been 
stationed in the Pacific since the 
spring of 1932. A year before they 
were together off the Panama Canal. 
The last time the two forces were to- 
gether was in May, 1930, when former 
President Hoover reviewed them off 
the Virginia capes. 

During the past 18 months the 
navy has explained that the scouting 
force was kept in the Pacific for 
reasons. of operating economy. The 
situation in the far east was under- 
stood, however, to have played a con- 
siderable part in_the retention of the 
full fleet in the Pacific. : 

Japanese officials several times have 
asserted that the Pacific concentra- 
tion contributed fo tenseness in Ameri- 
can-Japanese. relations. 

This would mean that the vessels 
to return would be nine or ten battle- 
ships (the New Mexico, Mississippi 
and Wyoming are now on the Atlantic 
coast), three aircraft carriers, the Lex- 
ington, Saratoga and Langley; seven 
or eight heavy cruisers, seven or eight 
light cruisers, 50 destroyers, 16 aux- 
iliary vessels scch as tenders and sup- 
ply ships and eight or ten tugs.

Il Duce To Remould Nation “FEAR OF COMMUNISM? 
Into Ideal ‘Corporate State’ 


BLAMED IN LYNGHINGS 


CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., Nov. 3.— 
(P)—A “consuming fear: of com- 
munism”* today was reported by the 
southern commission on the study of 
lynching as one reason for the lynch- 
ings of tarecgmesrocs recently in the 
vicinity of taloosa, Ala. 

Including a fourth negro, who was 
wounded but survived, the commission 
said one was “undoubtedly, two others 
probably, and the fourth possibly, in- 
nocent.” 

The commission’s investigating staff, 
headed by Dr. Arthur Raper, made 
its report at the request of Dr. W. 
W. Alexander, executive director of 
the commission on interracial co- 
operation. George Fort Milton, edi- 
tor of the Chattanooga News, is chair- 
man of the commission on. study of 
lynching. 

The report said “peace officers of 
Tuscaloosa county have not performed 
their duty in safeguarding these pris- 
oners” and “in spite of the vigorous 
charges which the circuit judge made 
to two.-grand juries ... law enforc- 
ing: agencies have taken no effective 
steps to ‘punish the lynchers.”’ 

The commission said “extreme com- 
munity hysteria was the result of the 
super-addition to the ever-present 
latent, white group-phobia against 
the black man—a phobia in large part 
traceable to the group insistence upon 
the right to economic exploitation— 
the newer but equally consuming fear 
of. communism injected .\by the at- 
tempt of the international labor de- 
fense to force its way into the case.” 

A. “careful search” did not reveal 
any “insurgent spirit” among the ne- 
groes, the report said, “and even had 
there been some basis for these ru- 
mors that would afford no justifica- 


der. 

_ “Immediate responsibility for this 
situation,” the commission said, “and 
probably for the lynching themselves 
rests upon a local secret organiza- 
tion . . . with an elaborate system 
of espionage and intimidation.” ~ 
_ The report said it was hoped the 
investigation would be renewed locally, 
but “if local authorities fail the com- 
mission feels the best hope for jus- 
tice rests upon the supreme court of 
Alabama, which is empowered to im- 
peach officers . . . and in the gover- 
nor of the state, who has authority 
to remove officers so impeached.”

SHOOT THE WORKS. 


A previously beaten Florida team, 
shooting the works, with everything 
to gain and nothing to lose. A better 
than average Florida team which led 
Tennessee for three quarters. 

“It is a foggy night out there in 
the pine woods and I can’t tell much 
about it,” Coach Mehre was saying. 
But his audience knew that he was 
speaking of the football game to be 
played and not the landscape. 

The opaque region beyond the win- 
dow gave back nothing in answer to 
Coach Mehre’s soliloguqy. Only the 
pine trees scurrying past in the gloom 
and the wheels clicking off the miles. 


Ever so often the engineer pulled 
down on the whistle cord and _ its 
scream startled Coach Mehre from his 
reverie. ‘The newspapermen aboard 
seized the chance to ply him with a 
few questions. 

“And what about the team, Harry? 
- » . Is it in good shape?’ Harry 
adjusted his spectacles and chewed 
sclemniy on a stogie. 


“Physically, yes . .. mentally, I 
don’t know.” he replied. “The boys 
are all right with the exception of 
two men I probably won't use. But 
I don’t know how their minds are.” 


: The innocent joshing of persons who 
insist that Georgia “has it” this year 
and that Coach Mehre is a shepherd 
crying wolf has gotten upon Coach 
Mehyre’s nerves, somewhat. He has had 
a Wry tough time breaking down some 
of the idols which well-meaning 
friends have set up. He has become 
an orator, a jester and an iconoclast 
after each succeeding Georgia victory. 


AN ICONOCLAST.’ 
. As an iconoclast, Coach Mehre has 


‘been superb. He has succeeded im im- 


pressing the players with the fact 
that ‘they still have feet of clay, 
which might crumble under a hard 
tackle at any time or be ground into 
dust before a powerful, inspired op- 
ponent. Imagine how tough this has 
been with N. C. State, Tulane, North 
Caroline, Mercer and N. Y. U. falling 
in a row, only Mercer, the unsus- 
pected power, proving a tough nut to 
rack, 


“It is a good football team. but it 
remains to be proved whether it is a 
great football team,” Coach Mehre 
ruminated. “Frankly, I'm afraid of 
this Florida team, no matter if some 
seem to think we should take them in 
stride. 

“Take ’em in stride. . . .” and 
Mehre smiled sardonically. “That's 
what they thought we were going to 
do in 1929. What happened? Florida 
beat us 18-6 after we had bumped 
Yale. And in 1930, what happened 
at Savannah? A 0-0 tie.” There was 
open sarcasm at Coach Mebre’s tone 
at mention of the 0-0 tie. There is 
nothing quite so poignant in a coach’s 
memory as a 0-0 tie.

Georgia will depend 
on an early start, such as she had 
against N. Y. U. She wants no third- 
quarter starts such as she had against 
Mercer. 

Mehre plans to start his first team 
to get the jump. The toes of Cy Grant 
and John Bond will be called into 
play to keep. the ’Gators out of scor- 
ing distance. But Florida has a great 
kicker in Herb McAnly, who might 
even get a gain in the exchange of 
kicks.

WALKER BOWS 
IN TITLE FIGHT 


NEW YORK, Nov. 3.—(4)—Makxie 
Rosenbloom, champion of the light 
heavyweights, flung back the chal- 
lenge tonight of doughty little Mickey 
Walker, once king of the  welter- 
weights and middleweights. Rosen- 
bloom slapped his way to a fairly de- 
cisive decision in 15 rounds before 
a crowd estimated at 10,000. , 

There were no knockdowns and few 
thrills for. the biggest crowd of the 
indoor season here as Rosenbloom, as 
consistently good when his title is at 
stake as he is mediocre when touring 
the outskirts in non-title matches, 
slapped and cuffed his way to the 
decision of two judges, Charley Lynch 
and Jim Buckley. Referee Forbes 
voted for Walker, but his choice failed 
to find a companion opinion either 
among the experts or the spectators. 

A faint shade of the man who whip- 
ped Jack Britton for the welterweight 
crown in 1922, lost it to Pete Latzo, 
then came back te win the middle- 
weight championship from Tiger 
Flowers in 1926, Walker fought his 
battle only in flashes, 

Walker stung Rosenbloom with a 
right to the chin in the first round, 
beat an aggressive mid-section attack 
in the second, cut the champion’s left 
cheek with a right in the eighth, and 
doubled him up with a left-hand body 
smash in the eleventh. But the rest 
of the time he was but a slow-moving, 
scowling foil for Rosenbloom's eccen- 
trie antics. 

Referee Forbes gave Walker nine 
rounds and was in wide variance with 
the judges who gave the champion 11 
of the 15 sessions and called two 
even. 

The: Associated Press score chart 
scored nine for Rosenbloom, four for 
Walker and notched two as even. 

There was little difference in their 
weights. Rosenbloom scaled 173 3-4 
pounds, Walker 173 1-2.

GIVES GEORGIA RULINGS 


NEW ORLEANS, Nov. 3.—(4)-——A 
middle Georgia federal district judg- 
ment awarding Willie W.. Sorrow 
$4,743.75 and a life compensation of 


‘75 per month on a war risk in- 
surance policy, was affirmed here to- 
day by the United States fifth circuit 
court of appeals. 

The circuit court also affirmed ‘the 
middle Georgia court in denying the 
petition of Margaret Shea Lynch to 
recover $10,000 on a war risk insur- 
ance policy for the death of her son. 
The high court held that she must 
seek compensation from the adminis- 
trator of veterans’ affairs.

GERMANS IN GERMANY 
DEFEND JEWISH GROUP 


By LOUIS P. LOCHNER. 

BERLIN, Nov. 3.—@—A Catho- 
lic priest, a Protestant pastor, and 
two Christians, partly Jewish, at- 
torneys on behalf of millions of fellow 
Germans, tonight challenged the Hit- 
ler governments extreme naziism and 
anti-semitism. 

The occasion was the press confer- 
ence of the newly formed Reich Con- 
federation of Christian-Jewish Citi- 
zens and Non-Aryans, or persons of 
part Aryan descent. 

The confederation aims to be a 
mouthpiece for those four to six mil- 
lion Germans who are Christians by 
birth and training, whose every fiber 
is devoted to Germany, and who by 
nazi laws have been stamped as non- 
Germans because one of their parents 
or grandparents happened to belong 
to ‘the Jewish race. 

Want to Remain Germans. 

With deep emotion, Attorney Gun- 
ther Alexander-Katz, a war veteran 
who won the Iron Cross and whose 
father held a high government po- 
sition under the Hohenzollerns, de- 
scribed the lot of the Germans who 
have lately learned that somewhere 
in their family tree there is a- Jew- 
ish limb. 

“We are Germans and we want 
to remain German,” Alexander-Katz, 
chairman of the confederation, ‘main- 
tained in reference to those whose’ 
love for the Fatherland and whose 
past service to the state have, he 
said, lately been set at nought. 

“We  hoid that besides the com- 
munity of blood there is a communi- 
ty of German nationalism born of 
a common faith, a common experi- 
ence, and a common feeling,” he as- 
serted. 

“Something simply must be done 
to make it possible for these millions 
of non-Aryans in Germany who for 
the most part for generations have 
been Germans, again to serve our 
dearly beloved Fatherland as Ger- 
mans together with our Aryan fel- 
low-citizens.”’ 

Alexander-Katz described the lot 
of non-Aryan Christians, who, he 
said, were in even worse plight than 
pure Jews since the latter had Jew- 
ish charities or similar organizations 
to alleviate.distress within their. ranks 
occasioned by anti-Semitic policies of 
the nazi government. ; 

Jewish Heroes Named. 

Monsignor Leichtenberg, speaking 
as a Catholic prelate, said his church 
regarded every baptized person, ir- 
respective of race, as a full-fledged 
“member of Christ’s mystic body.”. 

The Rev. Mr. Draeger, a Protes- 
tant, said that Christian love demands 
just treatment of the Jew. 

Attorney Wedell, of Duesseldorf, 
claimed “a. still boycott’ continued 
even against those non-Aryang who 
under the civil service law are per- 
mitted to continue their functions be- 
cause of war service or similar 
records. 

Alexander-Katz mentioned Captain 
Baron Manfred von Kichtofen, the 
late German war ace, and Baron 
Ehrenfried Gunther von Huenefeld, 
the late German transatlantic flier 
and asked, “were they not Germans ys 

“Is not General Alexander von 
Linsingen (one-time commander of the 
German army group in Russia) a 
German?’ the speaker demanded. 
“Yet they had Jewish blood.”

Wheat Planting Short, 


Russians Fear Famine 


MOSCOW, Nov. 3.—(UP)—A new 
“famine scare” swept soviet Russia 
Thursday when it became known that 
the government spring wheat planting 
campaign was far behind schedule. 

Despite unsual preparations of last 
year, the rich farming area of the 
north Caucasus was reported behind 
both in comparison to last year’s rec- 
ord and compared to the average sow- 
ings over the entire country. 

Less than 40 per cent of the spring 
acreage has been completed, figures 
up to mid-October showed, with the 
long Russian winter fast approaching.

not only the government’s timber- 
lands, but also the 400,000,000 acres 
of privately-owned forest lands. 

_ the president, an ardent reforesta- 
tionist who follows the practical 
aspects on his estates at Hyde Park, 
N. Y., and Warm Springs, Ga., and 
whose. campaign speeches frequently 
mentioned the subject, was personally 
responsible for a section of the lum-, 
ber and timber products code which 
is considered by conservationists as 
the charter for their efforts toward 
a national program. 


Under this section, the private lum- 
ber and products industries, such as 
naval stores and pulp and paper, com- 
mit themselves “in co-operation with 
publia and other agencies, toe carry 
out such practicable measures as may 
necessary for the declared pur- 
poses of this code in respect to con- 
servation and sustained production of 
forest resources.” 

Lumber Industry’s Part. 

The article further binds the lum- 
ber industry to consult with the sec- 
retary of agriculture and state agen- 
cies whom he may designate; make 
recommendations to the secretary to 
be transmitted, with his recommenda- 
tions, to the president; and to make 
recommendations to the lumber trade 
authority looking toward the institu- 
tion of a policy of control of the pri- 
vate timber lands of the country so 
that they may not be ravaged. 

The-section has the effect of giving 
the president the authority te co- 
ordinate and direct the forestry policy 
of private industry as well as that of 
the national government. 

Theodore Roosevelt and his chief 
forester, now Governor Pinchot, built 
the national forest system into a do- 
main of 150,000, acres, It now 
stands at 160,000,000 and President 
Roosevelt is committed to tha. pur- 
chase of an additional 220,000,000 
acres of forest lands.
